This imeihod  ypeos- 
sesses the extraordinary advantage of 
leaving the wound open to the bene 
ficial action of the solar radiutions as 
well. Then, too, the total exclusion 
of the ordinary air from the tissue un- 
der treatment makes impossible the 
formation of nitrogen compounds, 
which might prove decidedly irritan’.
